THE LATEST. 


The Supreme Court handed down 
yesterday its long-expected decision in 
the cases Involving tho commodities 
clause of the Hepburn interstate com¬ 
merce act, reversing the decision of the 
lower court, which held the section un¬ 
constitutional. The construction for 
which tho Government oontendod, how¬ 
ever, was not fliistalnod. tho court de¬ 
ciding that a railroad might transport 
commodities produced or mined by It. 
provided the road does not own the 
commodity at the time of Its shipment. 
It was also held that ownership of 
ptock In the company owning the com¬ 
modity does not constitute ownership 
by the railroad. Tho decision Is ex¬ 
pected to make but little change In the 
connection between the railroads and 
the anthracite mines. 


James Shepard Cabanne, Jr., obtain¬ 
ed a divorce from Mrs. Minnie Leonard 
Cabanne Brandenburg. In St. Louis 
yesterday, and was granted the oustody 
of their son. whom Broughton Bran¬ 
denburg. of New York, recently took to 
San Francisco. The divorce case was 
on tho default docket, and no defense 
was offered. The plaintiff alleged de¬ 
sertion. 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals at Ban Francisco handed down 
a decision reversing the opinion of the 
District Courtln tho case in which the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail¬ 
way Company was found guilty of 
granting rebates and sentenced to pay 
lines amounting to 1330,000.

May 8 —It has bean many 
a day Bines a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United BUuU* has been re¬ 
ceived with so much interest as was man¬ 
ifested to-day in the decision of that court 
In what are not known as the •’commodi¬ 
ties clause” cases affecting the anthracite 
coal carrying railroads. These cases had 
been decided by the United Btates Circuit 
Court for the Eastern District of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. favorably to the railroads in that 
the clause of the Hepburn rate law, which 
prohibits interstate railroads from carry- 
rylng commodities manufactured, mined 
or produced directly or Indirectly by the 
roads, was declared unconstitutional, and 
the general impression had been that * he 
decision would be affirmed by the (Su¬ 
preme Uoun 

When, therefore, there eras a reverts!

Justice White’s decision is 
that <Vngres« did uot transcend Its con¬ 
stitutional authority In the enactment of 
the oomraodklee provision, but on the 
Other hand It was held that the Govern¬ 
ment’s construction of the provision hod 
been entirely too comprehensive. 


As construed by the court the sole ob¬ 
ject of the clause it to prevent carriers 
from being associated in interest with the 
commodities transported at the time of 
transportation, hence that tbs law only 
prohibits the transportation of articles 
when they have been zfodooad by a rah- 
w*iB<xmman* which ^►daeut in a^od fail.. 
part'd wUhtluun. when the company 
owns or controls. In whole or In part, the 
commodity to be transported, and whun 
the company has an interest direct or in¬ 
direct In the commodity in the legal 
sense. It was especially held, however, 
that tho prohibition does not appl> to 
the ownership of stock In a producing 


r ny. but that a carrier may own 
in such a capacity nod «U the same 
time transport the product of that com¬ 
pany. 

Summed up. the act only compete com¬ 
panies to dissociate themselves from the 
products they carry, and the contention 
of the Government that the law applies 
to the ownership of stock and prohibit* 
the transportation of commodities dm ply 
because they have been produce i b> a 
railroad company, regardless of the fart 
that the company has parted with them. 
Is untenable and Inoapuble of enforce¬ 
ment. 

It thus appears first that the commod¬ 
ities clause is a vital and operative stat¬ 
ute with respect to all products, such 
as coal, which the railroad companies 
actually own at the time of tranrporta 
lion and that the railroads must sell such 
products to somebody else before they 
can lawfully ship them, and second, that 
unless the act is promptly amended so 
aa to include stock ownership the i all¬ 
roads can escape the law entirely by 
converting their direct ownership of coa* 
properties Into stock ownership oy the 
organisation of subsidiary coal ootnpan- 


The following Is a summary of the opin¬

”Flr»t—The claim of the Government 
that the provision contained in the Hep- 
bum act. approved June ». 1M6. com¬ 
monly called the commodities clause,

ported by such ratjrond company 


New York. May 3.—The cool-carrying 
railroads will be practically unaffected in 
their business by the decision of the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States in the 
commodities case, in the opinion of Rob¬ 
ert W. Deforest, of this flty. who was 
associated with John U. Johnson, of Phil¬ 
adelphia. aa counsel for the companies In 
the argument of the cases before the 
court. Only in the case of the Delaware. 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Com¬ 
pany w ill changes in business methods be 
necessitated by the decision. Is Mr. De¬ 
forest * belief, end this not In a way to 
hamper the company for any length of 
time in the handling of Its coal products. 

Mr Deforest made the following state¬ 
ment:

"The Supreme Court decides that the 
prohibition of the Hepburn act does not 
apply when title to a ’commodity, though 
manufactured, rained or produced by a 
railroad company or under It* authority, 
lias passed out of that railroad company 
in good faith before the act of transpor¬ 
tation begins.’ The Delaware and Hud¬ 
son Company, ns I understand, at the 
present time and for sonic time past haa 
been accustomed to eel! its coal at the 
mines. Therefore the prohibition of the 
act. under the decision of the Supreme 
Court, would not apply to it.

Chicago. May 3.—**Ja. Der Krleg 
Verse hllngt I miner qie Besten”—"Ever 
the war devours the best," 

These words, written by the German 
poet SohllJer a century ago, formed the 
theme of an address at the opening of 
the second National Peace Congress to¬ 
day by David Starr Jordan, president of 
Leland Stanford. Jr., University. 

"It is through selection that all race 
progress comes." said Dr. Jordan. "War 
means always the reversal of selection." 

*TJie survival of the fittest In the 
struggle for existence It the primal mov¬ 
ing cause of race progress ana of race 
changes. In tho red stress of human 
history, this natural process of selection 
Is sometimes reversed. A reversal of se¬ 
lection is tho beginning of degradation. It 
is degradation Itself. 

"The only way In which any race as 
a whole has Improved lias been through 
Us preservation of Its best and the loes 
of Its worst examples. The condition 
which favors this Is democracy—equality 
before the law. ths condition which equal¬ 
ise* opportunity and gives each man the 
right to stand or fall on the powers Ood 
has given him.

"The only rsca degenomtion ever known 
Is tluu produced by those forces which 
destroy the best, leaving for the fathers 
of the future those who oould not be used 
In the business of war or In that of coloni¬ 
sation. 

"The effects of emigration run parallel 
with the effects of war, but with this 
enormous difference: the strong men who 
emigrate Are not lost to the world. Tho 
loss of ono region It the gain of another. 
But the losses of war can yield no corre¬ 
sponding gain. 

‘The warlike nation of to-day is the 
decadent nation of to-morrow. It has 
ever been so. and In the nature of things 
It must.be ever. 

"Our republic shall endure so long as 
the human harvest is good, so long as the 
movsmont of history, the progress of 
peace and industry leaves for ths future 
not the worst but the best of ssch gen¬ 
eration. The republic of Rome lasted so 
long as there were Romans; ths republic 
of America will last so long as Its people. 
In blood and In spirit, remain what we 
have learned to call Americana."

TEST OF NTW ACTS. 

Tennessee Four-Mile Law Believed To 
Bo Unconstitutional. 

Ngshvitle, Tenn . May 3.—A test In th© 
courts of not only ths prohibition law 
known *r* th© manufacturers’ bill, but 
also the ‘State-wide” or four-mile law, 
is now* regarded an a certainty. That the 
manufacturer*’ law, which prohibits the 
manufacture of whisky or other intoxi¬ 
cants after January l, 1910. In the State, 
will be tested In th© courts has been 
known for some time, but that the four- 
mile law would undergo a teat In the 
courts wa* not anticipated. 

During the closing days of the General 
Assembly leadlug lawyers of the city 
studied the provisions of the laws. Every 
phase of the four-mile law was carefully 
examined, and It la reported that the legal 
counsel employed to look into the matter 
state that they lutve found certain phases 
of the nee. law upon which a test case 
will he hypothacated. 

It is expected that a suit will be 
brought within the next few* days to test 
the constitutionality of the State-wide 
measure, but. as to tho manufacturers* 
bill, suit will not be brought for some 
time, because the law does not become 
effective until January 1, 1910. 

PROPOSE REFORM. 

Jquor Dealers of Terre fciute Would 
Reduce Humber of Saloon*. 

Terre Haute, Ind.. May 3,—The Terre 
Haute Liquor Dealers' Association has 
prepared a petition to the City Council 
for an ordinance which will gradually 
reduce the number of salouns one-hair. 
The limit Is to l»« placed at on© for each 
6u0 population, which would make the 
total about 140. a* compared with 3?D at 
the present time. 

The provision is that no license be Is¬ 
sued to any person not .now in business, 
the decreasing effect to be In the re¬ 
tirement of these already in business. It 
la thought that this will have an inftu- 
enr© agatn*t voting the county dry if the 
“antis" call an election under the county- 
pption law. as they are expected to do.

Five others were hanged at th© entrance 
of the Ministry of War and three men at 
the Stamboul end of the Gslata bridge. 

Upon the breast of each criminal nad 
been pinned a large placard In Turkish, 
setting forth (He sentence of the court- 
Around the foot of the gibbet* on the 
bridge the early morning buying of fruits, 
flowers and vcgetshios proceeded as 
usual, while the bodies were In full sight 
of the great crowds that made their way 
over the bridge between Stambou! and 
Galata.

Alderman Reed also wanted to defer 
the election In order that the law may 
be complied with In the selecting of n 
paper that really has the largest circula¬ 
tion.

Councilman Dally. In seconding the 
nomination of the Post, proceeded to go 
after Mr. Newman for ignoring the man¬ 
date of th* Council In appearing before 
a committee in the matter of the Fetter 
franchise.

meetings of the board at least once a day 
If the chairman is eo solicitous about the 
welfare of this city os he seems to pre¬ 
tend In his letter of resignation, made 
public in the press to-day. he certainly 
would not claim nor receive the tax¬ 
payers’ and citizens' money, which h# 
las not under the law earned, and to 
which he Is neither morally nor legally 
entitled to. This money gathered In this 
manner would corrode honest palms and 
palsy the grip and grasp of manly hands. 
Tire people will not stand for throwing 
public money away In this manner '* 

Mr. Richardson then moved to recom¬ 
mit the payroll of the Board of Public 
Safety It was ruled by the chair that 
such was the proper procedure, as Mr. 
Bullitt's salary alone could not be held 
up. Mr. Otto then said that It would 
work a hardship on the employes to hold 
up the payrolls and therefore he wanted 
ail of them paid. This brought Council¬ 
man Schranz to his feet. In his usually 
excited manner he exclaimed: 

"Mr Otto talks about hardships to'the 
city employes. The real truth the only 
hardship would be to Lum Simons, who 
gets *8 per cent, a year for cashing city 
claims. a*nd he can afford to wait some 
time.

That Mr. Jerome is a sound lawyer 
and an upright official, doing hls duty 
as he sees it. nor overstraining after 
the spectacular, albeit often In cvidenco 
and always attractive, carries the at¬ 
testation of such party adversaries as 
Governor Hughes, as well as that of 
the Just and fair-minded among the 
public generally. He has in addition 
a considerable following all hls own. 
which admires him hugely, believes In 
him. and looks with expectancy to his 
future, lie may be Mayor. He may 
be Governor. He may be President. 
Stranger things have happened, and 
the District Attorney bn* but yet set 
out upon the highways of preferment. 

With characteristic bravery and lack 
of discretion. Mr. Jerome has been talk¬ 
ing again. This time It Is not the 
bench, but the press, which is the ob¬ 
ject of hls homily. He scents a new 
peril In the newspapers. Upon the oc¬ 
casion of a public dinner given the 
other evening in hls ^onor by the 
Grand Jurors of the County of New 
York, he took a fall out of the Editors. 
Among other lively sallies, we find the 
following; 

Those who have hnd experience In 
public life are adiislng the younger men 
to keep out of It beesuso there Is no fu¬ 
ture. There Is no future in It oecause we 
are governed and ruled by demagogic 
opinions. We ar* only permitted to do 
certain things because w«* allow the ed¬ 
itors to sit in their sanctums and writ* on 
subjects of which they are ignorant and 
on which they are unable to give any fair 
and just criticism. No honest man ob¬ 
jects to criticism, but we have come to be 
run. In a measure, by the newspapers and 
for ths newspapers. There is a great 
peril here. In our City Councils end In 
our State legislatures many wise meas¬ 
ures arc defeated on account of the whip 
and the lash of the newspapers." 

Truly may It bo said that each heart 
babble!b Its own sorrows. In the fora, 
going Mr. Jerome perpetrates at lea t 
two solecisms; ho ascribes to the pr?** 
a power that doe* not belong to It and 
shows himself bind to the value of 
newspaper chatter. 

To a rising .nan it Is praise not dis¬ 
praise of which to be afraid. Next to 
identifying Itself with 'some l sue of 
pith and moment, and of mounting and 
riding this, ambition derives most profit 
from hostile criticism. If a twbt of In¬ 
justice be attached to this so much tht 
better. The publ o is quick to catch th - 
notc and to resent It. Pfneg>rlc Is 
generally Ill done, where not over done 
It make* not the impression of invec¬ 
tive. ' "Why ore these cm* I tnings said 
about this young man7“ the casual 
leader asks; nnd, If they be continue! 
ht« attention Is invoked; presently h» 
investigates and Is interested; next be 
discovers merit and becomes a follow¬ 
er; whereas, the printed praise. If ob 
served at all and not forgotten, gives 
rise to suspicion, and. If t^»e after p* 
formknce does rot surpass the terms 
of the exploitation, there is a reaction 
against both. 

Mr. Jerome's indictment of the press 
would not 1 c against the newspapers of 
Chicago, or Milwaukee, or even Pitts 
burg. Applied to tho newspaper* of New 
It presupposes con 


ha* voted them down. Why .hould **\ vtry thoroU(th , „ nd the cottrler-Jour 
be Irritated, or frightened by the boy* 
they send to mill? The press is pow- 
less against an honest man. It is pow¬ 
erful only for truth In the abstract. The 
elder Carter Harrison, a man of extra¬ 
ordinary talents and merit*, as Mr 
Jerome is, used to sweep Chicago 
against thu opposition of a united 
press. 

And. If Mr. Jerome cared to go on. ho 
might proceed to moralise as follows: 

do read with annoyance what they 
say about me, and then I turn to tho 
other pages and read with amazement 
what they say about other men; nay, 
about the situation in general. They 
rarely hit It. They contradict to-day 
what they printed yesterday, and they 
111 doubtless contradict to-morrow 


what Is printed to-day. There is neither 
concurrence of opinion nor consistency 
of statement. They write much as kit¬ 
tens play with a string, forgetting the 
one end whilst toying with the other. 
Vehicles of disjointed thought? Why. 
they are sieves that tako no account of 
the fluids that they pass; hour-glasses 
filled with sand that, though It glisten, 
leaves not a grain behind; the very 
underlings %vho represent them—Imper¬ 
sonal. unknown, Irresponsible—ara here 
to-day and gone to-morrow. I love 
my friends, but I am proud of my ene¬ 
mies. Affection Is often misleading—too 
often blind Hostility assures me I am 
doing my duty. It Is the truth that hurts, 
the hit dog that howls. During a Mu¬ 
nicipal campaign 1 can reach as many 
voters as they can. Face to face with 
the people, I can meet their objections, 
answer their arguments, and expose 
their lying. Let ’em come! Tbey can¬ 
not get away with more of me than I 
of them, for I, bless you, can fight 
four-und-flfty hours by my watch, and 
my watch Is slow!*' 

The old rule of shooting an Editor 
w hen he displeased you was demurrable 
for Its repugnancy. It had been always 
better to laugh at him. In the long 
run the press from Internal source* 
furnishes Its own corrective. Its con¬ 
tradictions confuse the public and de¬ 
feat themselves. He chortles molt wht 
chortles last. In the eternal sum total 
no man can be “snuffed out by an ar¬ 
ticle,” or a thousand articles, unless he 
makes himself accessory after the fact 
for want of the staying quality, of 
which; let us add, Mr. Jerome has never 
been suspected, or accused. 

And so, as wo old salts observe, 
avast there, William Travers; brace up 
and have some style about you; take a 
blue-pill and tell the newspupera to go 
to tbunderl 


A Papermaker and the Tariff. 

Mr. David 6. Cowles, president of a 
firm of paper manufacturers, which 
controls several paper-making compa¬ 
nies, complains to the Courier-Journal 
of “the Inability of the papermakers to 
defend themselves, owing to the fact 
that the columns of the press were 
practically closed to them.’* 

The Courier-Journal takes pleasure 
In opening its columns to him, und as¬ 
suring him that they have n«?ver been 
closed to any papermaker who desired 
a hearing. Mr. Cowles writes: 


nul. while It would go farther In the In¬ 
terest of the consumers than the com¬ 
mittee thought It Judicious to go at this 
t’me, regrets that the papermukera 
seem to have more influence with the 
ttenate Finance Committee than the 
Mann committee has, without stopping 
to quibble over the technical question 
of the existence of u paper trust. For 
It knows, aa Mr. Cowles muat know*, 
that however that question may be 
viewed, and whether under the law 
there Is such a thing as a paper trust, 
the methpdft and results of a trust are 
plainly manifest In the paper Industry. 

Mr. Norris Is fully competent to take 
care of himself without the help of the 
Courier-Journal. The able chairman of 
the Newspaper Publishers* Association 
Committee on Paper has fortified hls 
findings and arguments with authentic 
facts, many of them taken from Gov¬ 
ernment sources, which cannot be 
brushed aside by those who do not like 
them. As to hls contention that there 
Is a waste of $80,000,000 In the manu¬ 
facture of paper In the United States, 
owing to the Incompetence of those In 
charge, this was quoted by the Courier- 
Journal for what It was worth, and we 
think anything that Mr. Norris may 
say on this subject Is worth a good 
deal. Certainly the case he made out 
In this instance was more convincing 
than Mr. Cowles’ method of controvert¬ 
ing tt. To say that Incompetence which 
turns out a $42,000,000 product may not 
do It with $80,000,000 waste Is not Im¬ 
pressive. An Incompetent management 
of a factory, protected by a high tariff, 
Is capable of a greater proportion of 
waste than that. Besides. Mr. Cowles, 
In hls estimate of the dally output of 
paper, places It at 8.600 tons, whereas 
six concerns have a capacity of more 
than 4,600 tons, and ths capacity of all 
the paper mills of the country is nearly 
15.000 tons. That ths International 
Paper Company shuts down many of 
these mills, and ths product Is thus 
curtailed to l**s than the needs of con¬ 
sumption In order that exorbitant 
prices may he charged, Is a fact which 
ought to have some bearing In fixing 
tho tariff on paper, whatever bearing It 
may have on the question of the exist¬ 
ence of a trust. 

It seems to us that Mr. Cowles la 
somewhat confused a* to Just ^rh8t a 
tariff for revenue only Is. In a nml 
tariff for revenue only system, paper 
would be on the free list. There could 
bo no such thing In this country a<> 
tariff for revenue only on news print 
paper. Mr. Cowles* references to the 
tariff are not at all enlightening. The 
tariff on news print paper is $6 a ton. 
The cost of producing paper in the 
United States Is several dollars less 
than $30 a ton. The Republican prln 
clple of protection, as laid dowm In the 
party’s platform. Is a tariff only suffl- 
‘ ctently high to cover the difference In 
home and foreign production, with 
reasonable profit to the manufacturer. 
But It has been fully demonstrated that 
It costs less to make pdj:»er In the 
United States than It costs In Canada, 
the country from which the Imports are 
feared by our papermakers. Hence 
there la no Justification of a tariff on

Wheat Is generally In vsry poor condi¬ 
tion for the time of year, hut with good 
growing weather ws may expect a fairly 
good crop. 

Hemp looks well and promises a large 
crop Bom© large grower* are planting a 
larger crop than ever before. 

Fruit has been damaged In some local¬ 
ities. ©*p«cJaUy peaches, plums and cher¬ 
ries. but there is a good prospect for a 
large crop of apples and grapes. 

Th# prospect for the oxti crop Is bstter 
than this lime last year. 

An unusually large crop of tobacco Is 
promised exceeding almost all records, es¬ 
pecially 1* this so in regard to Burley to¬ 
bacco. About an average crop of dark to¬ 
bacco w’lll be planted. Tobaoco plants are 
not sa far advanced at they should be 
on account of to much cool weathsr. 

IJve stock Is in fairly good condition 
and a decrease of cattls and hogs are 
shown on account of high prices of fe#d 
An Increaso of sheep la shown in many 
counties of the Btste. 

A large corn crop will be planted, due 
In a large measure to the farmer using 
pure br^a seed corn. 

There Is a small acreage of rye snd 
barley grown In the fitat© and both are 
looking fulrly good 

Clover ta In a poor condition. Alfalfa 
looks well and tbs acreage Is betng In- 
crested throughout the entire State.

W » ITH auriferous hoof* Winter- 
green. the favorite, yesterday 
pattered out a email fortune 
for hie owner, Rome Respess, 
the politician-turfman, of Covington. u 
wae an may .victory for the son of Dick 
Welle*. and behind him trailed an Irreg¬ 
ular line that carried with It the hopes 
it Kentucky, of Tennessee and Canada. 

Galloping with hla mouth wide open and 
In th* lead almost from atart to finish, 
tht» splendid eon of a great raeehora* left 
the result In doubt only once, and but for 
a moment. Dows along the white rail 
which leads from the timers* stand to the 
gate across from the paddock. Winter- 
green seemed to falter for an instant, and 
tha roar from the thousand# In the grand¬ 
stand fell out and broke and spread like 
the finish of a rocket. Throughout the 
previous Journey the Respess horse had 
seemed to have the contest at his mercy, 
but roost of those experienced men in 
turf affairs, who were watching the bat¬ 
tle. believed that Wlntergreen would fal- 
trr some* here In the Journey and that ho 
would be unable to last tha route. 

These men did rot figure on the blool 
which was counting through the biy 
colt’s veins. They failed to recall that he 
was by Dick Welles and that Dick Welles 
v os by King Krlc out of Teas Over, and 
that Tea* Over was a daughter of Han¬ 
over, who was by Hlndo, and that hla 
line ran back to Virgil and Herod, the 
bluest blood that flows In a thorough¬ 
bred* veins to-day.

*d forward like a slightly wounded dear 
and came on home past the cheering 
thousands, past the rataplan of canes 
and umbrellas, past the beds of human 
popples In the stand, past the Amazon 
wife of the tout who fell off a chair In 
her excitement, and on and on to th* 1 
victory which was so Justly his Rome 
Respess, his owner, won enough money 
on the race to put any laboring man In 
easy circumstances for tho rest of hi* 
life. 

The tixe of tho crowd was certainly dis¬ 
appointing. because yesterday's race gave 
every prom Iso of being the best that hva 
taken place at Churchill Downs In twenty 
years. Early In the morning, however, n 
heavy ruin began to fall, and this con¬ 
tinued until almost noon, keeping away 
from the track many thousands. More 
than ten thousand people saw tho contest 
In spite of tho bad weather. When the 
race was run the sky was clour and the 
track, In spite of the rain, was In fair con¬ 
dition. The time, 2:05 1-5. was considered 
remarkable.

How the Derby Was Run 
and Won by Wlntergreen. 

Shortly af^or 4 30 o'clock a loud hits- 
salt down near tho paddock told that the 
Derby homos worn coming to the post 
Wlntergreen, carrying the purple and 
white of Rome Respess, stepped out on 
the track, bobbing about like a French 
dancing master or an excitable schoolgirl. 
Warfield and Direct, which constituted 
tho Young entry, were next, and then 
came Michael Angelo, the pride of Ten¬ 
nessee. though the son of Ornus Is owned 
by Georgy Hendrie. the Canadian mil¬ 
lionaire turfman. Then came Miami, 
which belongs to J. M. Camden, the 
multimillionaire of Islington, and he 
was followed by Friend Harry. Ed Al- 
vey*s Orlando colL which had crossed 
the Rocky Mountains In an endeavor to 
win tho glory which goes to the victor 
In tho Derby Dr. Barkley was next, 
and he was followed by George Long’s 
Campeon. a son of Alrescot—Florite. 
Then came Match Me. the longshot. while 
Tom Hayes’, big brown colt. Sir Catcsby, 
brought up the end of the procession. 

They tripped up tbe broad lane In sol¬ 
emn array, while the crowd in the stand 
and the clubhouse and lawn craned Its 
neck and gave expression to the emo¬ 
tions of admiration and disappointment 
They wheeled as usual In a circle In 
front of society at the clubhouse, and 
then galloped back down the stretch as 
their riders phased, a quarter of a mile 
from home. There was much wheeling 
and turning and twisting by the high¬ 
bred three-year-olds, and on several oc¬ 
casions a candidate would dash under the 
baraler. but Starter Hotiman finally got 
them In Una The tape dew upward 
with a resounding whack, and they were 
on their historical Journey of a mile and 
a quarter. Match Me and Michael An¬ 
gelo were slow to begin, and did not get 
as good a start as the others, which wet® 
closely bunched In a wild Jumble of color 
and flying hoofs. 

Powers on Wlntergreen Immediately 
hustled the Dick Welles colt to the front, 
and as they came by the stand he seem* d 
to have his mount well in hand and run¬ 
ning easily. Miami, the pride df tho 
Biuegrass. was In second place, a length 
and a half back, and Shilling was rating 
his mount like an experienced jockey 
should dj. Then came Friend Harry. 
Dr Barkley. Warfield and the others. 
oJl fighting for positions. 

As they made the first turn, Just after 
the clubhouse was passed. Powers seemed 
to let out a wrap on Wlntergreen. for he 
increased hla l<*Ad by nearly a length 
and seemed to be going away. But Miami 
and 8lr Catesby were In close attendance, 
and their riders. Jockeys Shilling and 
lteidrl. werr not to hr caught napping. 
As they came into the back stretch both 
of these boys made the.r bid* for first 
honors. Both believed llrmly that Win-

Vast Amount of Money 
Is Wagered In the Ring 

For real, live, virile action the betting 
ring yesterday waa all that could be de- 
air^ or expected. Humanity flooded l£ 
and crammed it and Jammed It. Had 15 
gold pieces been selling at three for 25 
cents business couldn't have been more 
brisk. It Is estimated that thrmigh the 
pools and the machines not less than 
$160,000 was bet, and there are some who 
are conservative and say that $200,000 
swapped hands. 

The great big Jam preceded the Derby. 
Rivers of struggling and pushing masses 
of humans fought and pulled to get with¬ 
in striking distance of the gr*«*n pari¬ 
mutuels. The big ring was choked and 
crammed with the surging crowd From 
the moment the horses in th* third race 
had passed beneath the wire until the 
barrier was sprung on the Derby starters 
the sea of eager men bombarded and 
stormed the machines and yelled them¬ 
selves hoarse before the auction pools. 

The lowest amount of the green and 
the silver that crossed the counters be¬ 
fore this event was yaslly $?5.000. And 
this Is some money when one considers 
that the entire time for circulation did 
not consume more than thirty minutes. 
The machines oore the brunt of the fierce 
onslaught Men. men. men— thousand* of 
them—noldlng In their outstretched lwinds 
bundles of money, tugged and shoved un¬ 
til! the pasteboard* representing their 
bets had been placed In their eager hands 

The attack on the machines to get 
money down on this race began with a 
rush. There was no cessation of the 
financial activities until long after me 
bugle had sounded calling the horses to 
the post. Even then the betting did not 
entirely cease, but trailed out until It 
dl*d suddenly upon the signal bell that 
locked the machines 

Fighting to the machines before this 
race was harder work than pushing 
through « crowd on election night Withal 
everything was orderly The pack was 
as unavoidable as an Ice Jam. The men 
were all pushed together by a common 
impulse to a central vortex, and that was 
all there was to It. About 10.000 of them 
made up their minds at the same time to 
go Into the 3.000-nmn power betting ring, 
niwl tHe result was Inevitable 

Before the Derby the dick of the ma¬ 
chines was constant The ticket sellers 
faced handfuls of money for the enters 
half hour. *AII they had time to do was 
to hand out tickets, take In kale and csil 
out the bets If there ever was a busy 
play it was preceding this famous classic. 
It was “Wlntergreen. Wlntergreen, 
Miami, Friend Harry. Wlntergreen— 
straight, place, show here lake piy 
mongy—five. ten. fifteen, four on Friend 
Harry, one on Dr. Barkley —take this to 
show—there Is plepty of time—you will 
all get a chance to bet." So It hummed 
and hummed, like a swarm of angry bves 
after honey-laden . flrrwera. 

Standing off at a distance the scene 
was interesting mid absorbing. .Since all 
the bettors were men. the color* were 
somber, although It was xprlnkletl with 
a few spring flashes of gaiety ami color- 
just enough to lend It tone and diversion 
Looking over the heads of the crowd It 
appeared like a Arid or waving hands 
The tassel* were grren <uck» and yellow¬ 
backs and glints of i;old and silver. The 
atmosphere fairly bristled with these fan¬ 
tastically' decorated manual extremities. 

The wltole picture swayed back and 
forth; as If In the gentlest of breexer The 
air wtxxled and cracked with the Clicking 
of the machines, the hum of voices and 
the hoarse barking of the poolseller Every 
inch of the large arena seemed suffocated 
with Jostling men. It seemed luird to 
believe that an Insert could have found 
spAo- to flv In-tween the closely packed 
member* of that throng. Yet there was 
a constant motion On® set of men were 
gaining ground steadily in the direction 
of the pool* and the machines, while an¬ 
other set werw Jusi ms surely trying to 
extricate themaelves from the dense 
Jangle And in due course of time every 
one got where they wanted to go and 
"esme from wtofe they’deal red to went." 
So It all worked out to complete satisfac¬ 
tion. 

The fringe of the Jungle wits densely 
populated with men busily engaged In 
devouring thirty-pound roast* of beef 
between baks of bwead. Others were 
giving the “hamburgers ’ and ihe “hot 
dog*’’ the play ef their lives. The open- 
air thirst parlor at the corner of the 
paying-off window* was actively engaged 
in distributing bottled wetness—soft aud 
hard because It made one thirsty and 
hungry to uik® the “betting exercise.” 

Although the climax to the betting- 
shed activities was reached In the 
spare of time going directly before the 
Dr-rby. the ring was never deserted. The 
crowd began to oaaemhh* there before 
5®°**; Ju »l beforo the totting began .m 
the first race at 2 o’clock, the early 
crowd of stragglers had been augmented 
into a small army of money-laden up¬ 
rights There were people there then to 


populate a village larg*> enough to have 
a commercial club and one or two street 
casts. 

When the fl#st machine clicked it struck 
up a music test was not stilled until the 
last live-spot had been wugered on the 
lost opportunity of the fading day. The 
early coiners had a'l tha scratches and 
lotted down Just about th® time 
tho few began to take on the appearance 
of a crowd, and then before they could 
turn around tho crowd had beocra® a 
throng If a max; didn’t see someone 
he knew then and there It was because 
he had been reared in Mombasa and hod 
been dumped Into the ring from a closed 
carriage. Even at that there Is a possi¬ 
bility that the Mombasa Individual might 
have seen someone of his acquaintance. 

Naturally the most Joyous atwunblnge 
waa lined up before tne paying tellers’ 
windows Just after the first r*u*. and 
continuing In line until the last one. If 
better sense and sound Judgment hadn’t 
told one that mar* lost than won. It 
would have been waxy to believe that the 
whole world woe cashing bets. It looked 
like pay-day at the United Staten Steel 
plant. At all time® the line# extended 
to the betting crowd, and then ft wrinkled 
bock and lost itte’f in the Irregular mass 
of human driftwood. 

There was complaint that the pay was 
too alow Of course, one hundred cash¬ 
iers could have done It quicker, but there 
was no place to have put them. A bank 
handing out th* same amount of money 
In the same financial group* and de¬ 
nomination* would have been lost to the 
w*orUl. A tremendous business was being 
transacted. And It took time and patience 
and. wl at Is more, those who couldn’t 
wait to cosh their tickets yesterday have 
seventeen legal business days to transfer 
the pasteboards bock Into coin of the 
realm 

The crowd didn’t seem to miss the 
books the wa> they did last year The 
men had become resigned to the new 
system of winning and losing money, 
and seemed well satisfied with IL They 
didn't know, of course, what odds they 
were to-get. but when they were chalked 
up they let out cheer* of Joy at their 
else Then the praise for the mutuels 
swelled out from many throats. At any 
rate, whether the crowd enjoyed the sys¬ 
tem of betting or not. they knew the go¬ 
ing and heeded no instructions. There 
was no hitch in the betting or the pay¬ 
ing. and no questions were asked be¬ 
cause everyone seemed to know. It was 
n case of machines are machine® when 
books aren’t books, snd- there was le*s 
walling and moaning about the “paries'* 
than there would be over a Fourth of 
July. 

The men on the b>ok*. when tha storm 
blew o\^er. said It w'a* a hard day. Money 
W'ns shot at them with iuch rapidity 
that all they could do was blink twice 
In quick succession, and take all they 
could reach as fast a* thev could reach 
for It. It was a little hard for them to 
Jump right Into the strenuous game 
without being seasoned to the task hut 
they got a training and a bombardment 
that will make the remainder of tho 
meeting’s labor look like a frolic on a 
riverboat The stock pit faded away by 
comparison, and all other money jams 
were distanced.

Scenes In the Paddock 
Before the Terby Was Run 

The paddock had Its v* u *l complement 
of visitor* yesterday. There Is no t-II- 


lng exactly how many gilded through the 
gate between the betting abed ar^d the 
tanbark inclooure In which the .horses 
w«re staged for their appearance before 
the grandstand crowd. Since there la no 
way to determine accurately the figures 
on the paddock assemblage the best that 
can be said la that before all the races 
there were a thousand or two on hand 
to look over the thoroughbreds. 

As was true of the entire portion of 
turf aud track benlnd the whitewashed 
fences that the most rnuolfeat .interest 
centered In the proceedings of the Derby 
so it was a fact that tho most popular 
hour In the paddock was Just before the 
classic. It was then that the horse* a me 
In for the closest scrutiny and it was then 
that those out of the racehonsr droit and 
those who pick a winner by hla appear¬ 
ance did most of their piking Perhaps 
they didn't know any more about a horse 
than about an oil painting, and perhaps 
some of the animals thsy selected had 
about as much chance of winning a race 
as a canvas horse, but neverthobs* they 
had to have their look, and they had It. 

A husheii expectance enveloped all when 
the Derby starter* reached the paddock 
from the stable* Something of great mo¬ 
ment wss about to be launch**! and the 
strtitn and excitement of It hud seeming¬ 
ly gotten on everybody’s nerves. There 
wiv* serious ron\ersatlon rsther than 
care-free pleasantries. History was about 
to be made— rac-horse history, of course— 
but nevertheless history, and the making 
of any old kind of history can’t be pussed 
off lighter than with u stiff smile or a 
wrinkling brow. It was conventional pod- 
dock behavior, and thus** who attempted 
to be unconventional found little encour¬ 
agement and gave up trying to do im¬ 
proper things 

For that reason, perhaps, the paddock 
was not favored with the throng* of other 
parts of the track, and then perhaps the 
reason waa that It cost an additional ad¬ 
mission fee Anyway, the paddock was 
deserted compared with the remainder of 
the ground*. However. It was a spicy ’2TI- 
vemlon buck there and a look behind the

Aristides 
rushed In front winging, and almost in 
the twinkling of an eye opened up a gap 
ahead of hla field that no animal behind 
him had any show to catch hun. The 
eleven other starter* battled furiously to 
overcome Ana*ides' advantage. Their 
effort*, were unmicceasfui. \ oleano and 
Verdrgrls pa*«»«d under the tape w*xmd 
and third Thus It was Illustrated in the 
first Kentucky Derby, thirty-four years 
ago. that the victor proved to be a horse 
not considered byffhe owners and general 
public to have much of a chance to win. 
The fortune of the primal Derby has been 
repeated often In the thirty-four years 
that have succeeded It. and tha blu* rih- 
boo has gone contrary to -expectaiiuoa 
more times than otherwise.

Another Dark Horae Lands. 


When the second Kentucky Derby, In 
ISTti, was decided, another “dark horse" 
landed the big prix* Vagrant was re¬ 
turned the winner, with Creedmore and 
Harry Hill pushing strongly for the glop 
and money. The prohibitive favorite was 
Parole. However, when the bruising race 
was over and the numbers were hung out 
he was unplaced. 

The fortune and glory of the sroona 
Kentucky Derby, in 1877. was duplicated 
In the following year. 187$. when Bsdcn 
Baden, a rank outsider, raced the fav¬ 
orite, !«eotiard, into submission and won 
the race by a nose. The owner and the 
racegoers luat no Idea that Baden Badcu 
nad the ghost* of a show to win. 

Another surprise was handed to the 
rrfeing public In 1879. when Hlmyar. owing 
U> the faulty work of the starter, was de¬ 
feated in the historic event by Dav Star. 
Iti 2.37V*. This incident will never be for¬ 
gotten In tho gunning of the Derby. Hlm- 
yas wa* conceded to have the race at hie 
mercy, but he was left standing flat- 
footed when tho field was eent away. The 
Jockey, however, was not dleraayed. but 
huetled hi* mount, tnd under whip and 
spur he made an effort to catch the flying 
field, lengths In front 

Notwithstanding th* bad start, the rider 
on Hlmyar succeeded after a supreme ef¬ 
fort to place this magnificent thorough¬ 
bred second In the bruising struggle It 
woe n game try. and the appluuse of (hr 
5 per tutor* w*aa given the favorite Instead 
of the victor Hlmyar exhibited class by 
putting up one of the games! races ever 
witnessed on the Western turf. 

For the first time since the r.mninjc of 
the classic event the favorite, !x>rd Mur¬ 
phy. passed In front under the wire In 
the 1878 Derby It was s close race, and 
although 1-ord 5lurphy In his collision 
with Ada Glenn went to his krtees. Sauer, 
tits jockey, got him to his feet In time to 
finish ahead «»f Falsetto, the sire of two 
subsequent winner* of the covetbd trophy. 

Another surprise was furnished w-hen 
Fonso. a longshut. won easily from Kim¬ 
ball the favorite. Had Fonso not be»*n 
messed about in this race the chances 
are that he would have won It. At that, 
he made a game finish, as he ran sec¬ 
ond In the 1880 Derby. 

In the following year. UB. Hindoo who 
cantered to victory In hollow- fashion, re¬ 
venged the defeat of hli sire. Hlmyar. 
Hindoo was considered an almost sure 
winner end Ihe reeult of the event deni- 
onstrsted that the opinion of the public 
was right. , . 

Scandal attached to tha running of the 
event In 1S8L when Apollo snatched the 
blue ribbon. It has been said that Runny- 
mode, the favorita in this race, was de¬ 
feated hy a Job of the big bookmakers, 
who stood to lose thousands of dollars 
on their winter books. Kunnymede b*. 
longed to Cupt S. S. Brown, and was 
heavily plaved all over the country 
months before the race was run. By ac¬ 
cident or design the favorite was pocketed 
and could never get up Years afterward 
Capt. Brown declared that Kunnymede** 
race was not on the level, but nothing 
was ever proved against those who were 
alleged to have framed the Job. 

For the first time a horse belonging to 
Col. Jack Chinn captured the event In 
l$sz when l^onatus. by Longfellow, tow- 
roped his field and passed under the wire 
with open .daylight between him and the 
second horse.

Bookmakers Get Hard Rap. 


The struggle for the Derby of 18S9 will 
always be remembered by the turf fol¬ 
lowers hereabouts, when Proctor Knott, 
the pride of Kentucky, the winner of 
tne first Futurity and one of the grand¬ 
est and gnmest horses that ever faced 
a starter, was defeated by Spokane, the 
son of Hyder—Al!x. Many were left al¬ 
most penniless who were the supporters 
of the Dluegrass smmal. The moment 
the slgtiai was given to start, “Pikv" 
Harms, who had the saddle on the fa¬ 
vorite, went to the fore with hla charge. 
He set a heartbreaking pace that almost 
dismayed horses and riders alike. How¬ 
ever. the game Spokane, wno had been 
pointed to follow a faat paceuutker, hung 
on tenaciously as the circuit was round¬ 
ed. 

As the distance diminished. Spokane 
crawled up toward Proctor KfiotL Tho 
hand-tiding of Jockey Riley was splen¬ 
did. At the same time Proctor Knott 
looked all over the winner until the head 
of the stretch wAs readied, when he 
bolted. 

Little Barnes, quick as a flash, got 
Proctor Knott straightened, while Spo¬ 
kane was flying like lightning toward 
the wire. Then followed a horse race 
that seldom has been witnessed on a 
Kentucky racetrack. Within fifty yard* 
of the finishing line a mighty shout went 
up from the Timmonso gathering in the 
grandstand •*« Proctor Knott dosed the 
gap inch by Inch. In aplte of the slip. It 
was believed that Proctor Knott would 
win. Riley on Spokane, however, sum¬ 
moned all of hla nerve, and made a su¬ 
preme effort at this point by fairly lift¬ 
ing hie mount under the wire a winner 
with a nose to spare. It was declared 
fhat owing to the wide swing made by 
Proctor Knott at the head of the stretch 
It coat hlnr a victory and his thousands 
of admiren a fortune.

Isaac Murphy again landed a Derby 
winner In mx when he piloted Riley, a 
son of ixmgfetlow. to victory.

A great turf battle wa* fought In the 
following year's Derby, when Asm and 
Huron raced neck and neck fmm the 
start and through the mile and one-half 
course to the finish. Axra wa* returned 
the victor by a head.

Over the new Derby distance, ons mile 
and a quarter, Ben Brush, the son of 
Bramble and one of tne greatest horse* 
thal ever ran in the Kentucky claaelc, 
was virtually lifted under the wire by 
Jockey Bima a fraction of in Inch In 
front of Ben Eder, a 10-to-l shot. It was 
a sterling finish, and the eight contendera 
were so closely bunched that a blanket 
might have covered the first three horeas 
To this day a good many of the racegoers 
contend that Ben Eder was the winner. 

Typhoon XL. the Top Gallant colt, 
proved to bo the Kentucky Derby winner 
In 1M, largely through the miserable ride 
of Lonnie «iavtun on ornament, who wa* 
the favorite. The victor crossed the fin¬ 
ishing line with only a head to spare from 
Ornament, whose game effort in the last 
sixteenth won plaudits from the crowd. 
Ornament had no chance to win this race, 
a* he succeeded In getting into every 
pocket and was tnesaed about In a shame¬ 
ful manner. 

Before the whirlwind speed of Plaudit 
In 1S94 Lleber Karl went down to defeat 
In the Derby race Lleber Karl, the 
Schorr* dependent, caused his followers, 
particularly the Temwssce contingent, to 
drop thousands of dollars. 

In ISO* Manual, the *on of Bob Miles, 
captured the twenty-fifth renewal of the 
Kentucky Derby by defrattng the crack 
horse. Coralne. from California. There 
were but five starters. 

Lieut. Glbsoq, the widely-heralded colt, 
blazed the way to victory In tho 19U) clas¬ 
sic In the record time of 2:0fW. Tho Gib. 
son colt had an easy time of It. as he w as 
never In danger Even the much-touted 
Tennessee Derby winner, Florlzar. could 
not reach him. 

Schorr's second attempt to win the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby failed when ha entered the 
Tennessee idol. Alard Sheck. In $901. The 
Memphis brewer’s horse was an odds-on 
favorite and disgraced his owner and sup¬ 
porters by running a disappointing race 
In a field of five. Hla Eminence, ridden 
by Jockey Wlnkfield. took the trophy 
This made the second time the blue rib¬ 
bon ev>nt had l»een won by a Falsetto 
colt.

Alan-a-Dal© By a Nock. 


Another game struggle was witnessed In 
the 1902 running of the Derby, when Atan- 
a-Dalo. son of the Derby winner, Halma, 
crossed the Voul Just a neck* In front of 
Inventor Alan-a-Dale had a bad leg that 
gave way under him Just as he reached 
the wire, and his gaSmencsa waa applauded 
to the limit Abe Frank, the favorite, 
never was prominent In the race. 

Six horse* faced the starter In 1903. 
Among those Early was considered the 
real thing, and carried a ton of tho pub¬ 
lic's money. He wa* ridden by Wlnkfield. 
the best negro Jockey In these r®r«a at 
that time. The running of the race, how- 
ever, did not Justify the public's confl¬ 
uence. for the trophy wraa won hy Judge 
Himes, with Booker up. Wlnkfield put 
up a bad ride, thereby losing much glory 
and a fat purse for hi# employer 

In 1«04 Elwood. the long shot In a field 
of five, won the event In the la't few 
strides P-ut a few wise people who had 
been apprised of the winner's work-outs.

Yesterday was the first time Powers has ever won a Derby. He rode Guy 
Fischer at Ix>s Angeles and finished second on him In that Derby, losing the 
race by a nose. Shilling, the Jockey who was on Miami yesterday, rode the 
colt that won this race. Beside winning the Derby Powers sent Tom Dolan in 
u winner yesterday and finished second on St. Elmo In the last race, a horse 
©’hose owner didn’t believe he had a chance because of the heavy going.

THE KENTUCKY DERBY IS OLDEST 

T HE KENTUCKY DERBY Is really the oldest classic now In existence In 
the turf world Other atakce were originated previous to the Initial 
running of the Kentucky event, but the names of them have either 
been changed or they have ceased to exist. 

In point of time It le an Indisputable fact that the Kentucky blue-ribbon 
event Is the oldest classic run consecutively since 1876. However, the Jerome 
llandlcsp was run years before, beginning In 1866. hut It was known as the 
Champion, and for several years was a heat race. Afterward the distance 
wa* ‘ hanged many time*. 

The first running iOf the Belmont wa* in 1867. When It wa* won by Ruth¬ 
less. Then there Is tie Nursery, first mn In 1866. the Saratoga Cup. won by 
Kentucky In 1866. aiut i\n Travers, oldest of alL run in 1864. The distance* 
for all these events were changed numerous times, and both the Saratoga 
Cup and the Travers were discontinued for several years, so that the Ken¬ 
tucky contention hold* good for Its Derby, though It Is 00 more at the proper 
Derby distance. 

Even outside tho Bluegraos State the Kentucky Derby still retains an In¬ 
terest for the older horsemen, for In olherNday* It saw ail of tha biggest 
stables and best horses of the country at Cliurchin Downs No less than the 
Jerome, the Belmont, the Saratoga Cup and the Travers It had the great 
horses of the time to race for stake* that now appear small, indeed, by com¬ 
parison. 

The First Kentucky Derby, won by Aristides, was worth $2,850. In only one 
years of Its history has It been worlr $6,000 or more. This was In 1890. when 
Riley boat BUI (Vtoher and Rooesplei re and lU value was $5,460 Yet the list 
of Kentucky D\ \ winner* Include* F"onso. Hindoo. Lconalu*. Jo# Cotton. Ben 
All, Macbeth., Spokane, Riley, Ben Brush and many other famous names. Hlm¬ 
yar. Falsetto, Runnymede. Drake Carter. Beraan. Blus Wing. Jim Gore. Proc¬ 
tor Knott, Huron and Ornament vainly tried to win It.
